A Valuable Ancicnt Manuscript. 
The library of the Young Men's Chris-

The original manuscript, which is at the 
Vatican library at Rome, measures 104 
inches in height, 10 in breadth and 4 in 
thickness. The fac-simile pages conform 
very closely to these measurements. The 
impressions are strong and 


ear. 

The Vatican codex is one of the most 
celebrated manuscripts of the Bible; it is 
the pride of the Vatican, and is thought to 
be the oldest vellum manuscript extant. 
Ite date is placed at about 850A. D., but 
its history is not traced back with any cer- 
tainty beyond 1448, just a few years before 
the first printed Bible issued from the 
press of Guttenberg and Faust. Pope Nich- 
olas V, who was a patron of letters and 
the founder of the Vatican library, may 
have placed it in this library originally. 

This codex is entered in the first cata- 
logue of the Vatican in 1475. . 

The manuscript has three columns to the 
page, and is written in uncial characters, a 
characteristic of manuscripts written be- 
fore the year 1000. The Old Testament, as 
well as the New, is written in Greek, the 
Old Testament being the Septuagint ver- 
sion. This manuscript originally contained 
the whole Bible, but the ravages of 1,500 
years have made some inroads upon it, and 
forty-five chapters of Genesis are wanting 
and a part of the Psalms. The New Testa- 
ment is complete to Hebrews ix.—New 
York Mail and Express.

The Death of Mrs. Manlove 
Investigated. 


BELIEF IN CHRISTIAN SCIENCE, 


The Deceased Was Without the 
‘Services of a Physician—Wit= 
nesses Firm in the Faith— 
Notes and Comments. 


Coroner Weldon of Los Angeles yes- 
terday afternoon held an inquest over 
the body of Mrs. E. E. Manlove, who 
died Wednesday at her home on North 


Marengo avenue. 
| _. Mrs. Manlove’s death resulted from 
13 a cancerous trouble which originated 
in an abscess which formed back of 
her left ear. Some three months ago 
she went to Dr. Van Slyck for medical 
advice, He suggested an operation as 
the proper mode of treatment. Mrs. 
Manlove, however, refused to concur 
in this view, and since that time, it is 
said, she was without medical atten- 
tion, placing her hope of recovery in 
natural causes, according to the doc- 
trines taught by Christian Science. 
Mrs. Manlove’s death occurred 
Wednesday morning. As no physician 
had attended her it was impossible for 
any one to sign a death certificate, and 
hence the Health Officer. could not is- 
sue a burial permit. ; 

Coroner eldon was accordingly 
summoned. The following jury was 
impaneled: D. R. Peavy, H. Poore, 
A. F. M. Strong, Jno G. Rossiter, W. 
T. Vore. J. K. Vlier, H. H. Rose, C. 

Hartwell and T. J. Martin. The body 
was examined prior to the funeral, 
which took place at 3 o’clock, and at 
4:30 o’clock the jury re- assembled to 
more fully inquire into the case. 

Dr. Van Slyck first testified. The 
deceased bad called at his office in 
May last. She had an abscess back of 
her right ear which he lanced. A

ct was then discharging. Upon a third 
visit the ear was found filled with

pus. Tue patient was told an 
operation was necessary, but 
‘she did not call again. Later 


evidence deduced the fact that she 
had had no subsequent medical at- 
tention. In the opinion of Dr. Van 
Slyck the patient stood a fair hope of 
recovery if the operation had been per- 
formed. 

Nellie B. Manlove, daughter of the 
deceased, was next called upon to tes- 
tify. Shesaid her mother had been a 
believer in Christian Science, believing 
ifshe could not be cured by natural 

_ effects that no doctor could doit. The 
Witness held the same belief but 
had never advised her mother 

nor oto have a physician. She 
‘did®n t believe the ‘disease to be as 
dan erous as it had proved. Until the 
past week or so her mother had suf- 
_weftored intense pain. Miss H. G. Sharp 
ooo Angeles, a Christian Scientist, 
ated the deceased ;

thought she was going to die. Chris- 
tian Science, she thought, is sufficient 
to cure all diseases. Disease results 
5 from an error of belief; if the error is 
5 removed, the patient recovers. Entire 
fens 4 trust was expressed in the efficacy of 
a prayer. All believers have the power 
| of healing through prayer. Mrs. Man- 
love, she said, had received the most 
tender eare throughout her illness. 

This closed the testimony. The case 

then went to the jury, who rendered 
the following verdict: 

That the deceased came to her 
death by an abscess behind her left ear, 
which, as long ago as May 15th, she 
was advised by a reputable physi- 
cian needed careful and scientific treat- 
‘ment. Afterward, and up to the time 
of ber death, she refused tò accept or 
solicit the aid of any regular physi- 
cians, relying for ‘a healing’ upon the 
so-called Christian Science.”’

Possibilities of the Bells. 

Bell ringers ought to be able to give a 
change of bill at every performance. It is 
curious to notice what a variety of changes 
can be rung on bells. Eight notes will 
give 40,320 different passages, and ten notes 
9,658,880. The changes which may be rung 
on twelve bells are 479,001,600, which, at 
the rate of two strokes a second, will take 
ninety-one years to ring.

CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 


Prof. Hammond States Some 
Perpendicular Facts. 


WHAT EASTERN PAPERS SAY. 


This is the Great Frult-Producing 
Section of the Country—A 
Visit From the Mayors 


Prof. W. P. Hammond contributes 
the following interesting article for 
publication: 

In your issue of September 12th ap- 
peared extracts from the New York 
Times decrying and condemning Cali- 
fornia fruit. How a metropolitan 
journal could attempt to mislead an 
intelligent public in the midst of the 
great fruit consuming centers of the 
East, by statements so utterly at vari- 
ance with truth ie more than I can un- 
derstand. It may be a mad jealousy 
that will not acknowledge truth any- 
where when conflicting with self- 
interest. 

Before coming to California I 
handled its fruits for two years in 
and prices, on all 
varieties, averaged nearly 300 per 
cent. more than domestic fruits. This 
was in a great fruit center where pur- 


| chasers were most discriminating and 
| bought it not for the name but for its 


real worth. I give in striking contrast 
to the New York Times, excerpts from 
one of the most conservative New Eng- 
land papers, published where our fruits 
have been well distributed during the 
past two years. It says: The extent 
of the fruit-growing industry in Cali- 
fornia has this year been impressed 
upon the people of the East witha 
vividness that is al:nost startling. 
Within the past two years the growth 
ot the Eastern market for the fruit of 
this great Pacitic State has been 
remarkable and such as to in- 


indicate that within a short time we 


shall be supplied almost exclusively 


this year was unexpected, and is a test 
of the resources of the State that gives 
us & more adequate idea of the enor- 
mous extent of the industry than we 
could otherwise obtain. In quality 
the California fruit is unsurpassed. 
Bartlett pears are raised equal to any 
ever produced in New Engiand, while 
the oranges rival those of Florida. The 
California grapes and plums are supe- 
rior to any raised in the country, and 
if the peaches received here are not as 
delicious as the Delaware variety 
t is only because they have to 
be shipped so long before they are 
fully ripe. It would seem to Eastern 
eyes that the enormous shipments in 
this direction of the California fruit 
must cover the greater portion of the 
product, but this is far trom bein 
true. The State has a.canned an 
dried fruit industry that consumes 
considerably more than half the crop, 
and the goods of the former class are 
superior to any produced in the coun- 
try. The experience of the present 
year, together with that of a year ago, 
has given California a definite stand- 
ingas the mainstay of the Eastern 
fruit market.“ 

In another issue of the same paper, 
under the heading, California the Sal- 
vation of the Market.“ it says: But 
for California, the condition of the 
fruit market would be the most unsat- 
isfactory on record. The peach season 
is at its height with twenty customers 
for each. California peaches are 
plenty and very handsome and have 
proved equal to the heavy draft made 
upon them in consequence of the fail- 
ure of the crop here. California Bart- 
lett pears are not to be surpassed. 
They are worth 75 cents and $1 per 
dozen, while domestic Bartletts sell for 
10 and 20 cents per quart.’’ 
California has acquired a reputation 
the past year, and now presents oppor- 
tunities for us to improve. We can, at 
the same time, learn an important les- 
son from the past. Our time, money 
and energies have all been devoted in 


and selling him town lots. What is 
the result? Square miles upon square 
miles of soil, rich beyond calculation, 
and ready to laugh with abundance, all 
poisoned by the white stake,“ a thou- 
sand times more deadly than the white 
scale. Instead of production, making 
glad the bearts of toilers, rank weeds, 
washouts and gopher holes are the pic- 
tures presented. And soitcomes to 
pass that the San Gabriel Valley, beau- 
tiful in situation, glorious in climate, 
with soil unsurpassed, is largely un- 
productive, and will remain so until 
thrown into acreage and men will cul- 
tivate and improve.
